In a massage from Lindon to the PAiladelpkia Ledger Colonel

THE ANGLO-FRENCH DIFFERENCE,

gave nine-elevenths of Polish voters to Germany and only two 
elevenths to Poland, M.:Loucheur disputed the British contention

the principal towns, was the capital of the district of Pleas which 
bad-been unanimously allotted to Poland. 

The Italian expert did not favour cither of the solutions; 
nevetheleas he opined that the British line wos more in accordance 
with the results of the plebiscite than the French.

Most of theSinn Fein litera- 
tare. is of a wild and whirling 
cheractor, chiefly compased of 
abuse of this country and studied 
misrepresentation of our motives 
and actions. But there is one 
book which stands ovtasa serious 
contribution to political con- 
‘troversy, aod asthat book has 
played a striking part in the 
formation of the Sinn Fein party, 
it is as well that we should can- 
sider it, —- 

That book is “ Resurrection of 
Rongary: A Parallal for Ireland,” 
by Arthur Griffith, written. in 
1904 and since republished in 
many editions. Is is not tuo much 
to say that this book has been the 
political Bible of the Sinn Poin 
movement. 

STORY OF FRANCIS DEAK. 

Ty was the book thas erymbled 
away the power ofthe Nation- 
alist party, and substituted the 
policy of abstaining from attend. 
ance at Westminster and meet- 
ing in a Parliament of their own. 
This book, in fact, stands to the 
Trish Revolution as Rousszau's 
“Social Contract” stood to the. 
French. ~ 

Now what is Mr.” Griffith's 
argurocnt? He takes the life story 
of Francis Deak, the famous 
Hungarian, who finally obtained 
from the Emperor Francis Joseph 
a separate Constitution for 


Hangary. He sbows that Francis, 


Deak secured his sim by a na- 
tional policy of passive resist- 
ance. Francis Deak rejected all 
compromise of the consvitational 
order. He refused 'to accept all. 
offers of moderate Home. Rule- 
He paralysed the Imperial 
Hungarian Parliament by forbid- 
ding his followers to sit in it. 

He forbade the Hungarians to 
join the Austrian army. In the 
eod he weaxened Austria to such 
an extent that she fell an easy 
prey to Bismarck, and it was 
after the defeat of Austria, in the 
war of 1866, that Deak succeeded 
in-obtaining a separate Constite- 
tion for Hungary. 

Arthur Griffith has studied the 
story thoroughly and tells it well. 
The whole quastion is whether he 


has been tight in regarding it as’ 


a parallal case for Ireland, and 
whether he has been a wiseguide 
in saying to Ireland: “Go thou 
and do likewise.” . 
I respectfully submit that the 
whole parallel is false. In the 
first place the proportionate 
strength of the two countries is 
absolutely different.- Ireland isa 
country of 4,000,000 to 40,000,000 
British. , Hungary was a country 
of 20,000,000 as against 28.000,000 
Austrians: and the failure to 
come to terms with Hungary 
necessarily crippled Austriaino all 
European affairs. , 
A MATTER OF GEOGRAPHY. 
‘In the second place the detach- 
meat of Hungary did not mean 
such an immediate and instant 
threat of ruin to Austria as the

Iputthis to Sinn Fein, because 
it affects TIrelsnd as much as 
Great Britain. For it is the 
coospicuons fact that Hungary 
bas suffered in’ tae end quite as 
much as Austria. 

“OURSELVES ALONE” POLICY. 

Tt is useless for Sinn Fein to 
say that thesa results of the great 
war are merely accidents. On 
the contrary, they are exactly 
whatone would expect from the 
policy of “Ocrsalves Alone.” 
This calamity is precisely what 
would come to .the British 
Empire if fragmenta of-it were 
intoxicated with the same idaa.-— 
* Ourselves Alone.” 

Arthur Griffith despises the work 
of the Irish Nationalist Party, 
and glories in his owe handiwork. 
It is true that, like Prancis I eax, 
be has not in his books suppcrted 
the policy of violence. - But. afcer. 
all, the policy of violence is butthe 
fruitof tha policy of selfishness. 
The anarchic individualism. of 
Sinn Fein must ine-itably end in 
violence. Ft can save no other 
outcome. . 

Surely there is a better and 
mote fruitful course. It is the 
good old policy first tangbt to us 
by denry Grattan and afterwards 
sanctified by the fervent oratory 
of W.E. Gladstone—the “ Doion 
of Hearts.” Neither Ireland nor 
Great Britain can do without one 


another. Let thera learn, in the 


King's wotds, to “forgive and to 
forget,” and to. live peacesbly 
one with the other. .

The Conference falls at a time 
of great stress in this country 
and of serious trouble in many 
parts of the world.

The years that followed 
the Napoleonic wars produced 
similar or even worse experi- 
ences. 

In this country the distress 
amongst the population was very 
much greater after the Napoleonic 
wars than it is at the praesent 
moment. - . ‘ 

As a matter of-fact, in spits of 
gceat unemployment and a good 
deal of labour unrest, there is no 
actual oprivation amongst the 
Population, and i attribate that 
very largely to the szlf.sacrificas 
made by the more well-to-do of 
all classes, in order to share their 
batter luck with their fess for- 
tanate fe'low-countrymen. 

But still therais no doubt at 
all that the war has produced = 
state of things from which it will 
take years to recover, 

The natural disicclination of 
bume2nnature to ad mituopleasant 
facts bas, at home, provoked 
industrial troubles, and abroad, 
fierce outbursts of protest. But 
gradually the world is passing 
through its usual experieace of 
first of all denying the existence 
of palpable reelities, and they 
settling down to act upon them. 

GERMAN DISARMAMENT, 

There wete two questidns that 
gave us great anxiety. One was 
the questiun of the disarmament 
of Germsny and the other was the 
question of reparation. The Ger- 
man flest has disappesred, and so 
has the Austrian. The German 
army has disappeared as 2 great 
powerful force. It is true they 
have still got soma rather imregu- 
lar formations which we bave 
not succeeded in completely ges- 
ting rid of, It is not so much 
Prussia that is 
trouble 


There are ‘those who grow: 
weary of those great responsibil 
ties, and who speak as though it 
were possible ta renounce’ them . 
in this quarter or in that without 
injustice to other peoples or - 
detriment to ourselvéa, 1 venture 
to say that such argumants are as 
short-sighted ay they are false. 

The nations and peoples of the . 
world ‘have realised their intarde~ — 
pendence in a measure far greater 
than over before the war, and the 
League of Nations—whatever 
may be thought of the provisions’ 
of the Covenant—stands as 
witness ta their realisation of 
that truth, 

SANCTITY OF TREATIES. 

No pr can be made 
towards the rehabilitation of 
Envrape, or the establishment of 
pejmanent peace in the world, 
except upon the basis of accapt- 
ance of traatida and an enforce 
ment of treaties. 

There may be relaxations here 
and there, follawing the discovery 
of new conditions, with the 
consent of all parties, We hare 
had some relaxations of that 
kind—and I think they are wise 
modifications of the Treaty—in 
the matter of allowing more time 
for psyment and more tine for 
disarmament; and in the 
Prosecution of war criminals’we 
made x concession to Ger. 
man national susceptibilities. 
Tn essence, however, the treaties 
must be adhered to. .

TRADE PROSPECTS. 


A symposium of commercial authorities at Elorne im 
regard to trade prospects consequent upon the settlement of 
the coal strike makes encouraging reading on the whole. 
Perhaps the first glame is apt to give an excessively hope- 
ful impression: the factors which “go te qualify the 
optimistic prophecies are capable of making all the 
diference. At the same time the fact that leaders in the 
business world consider that there are good prospects of a 

’ substantial revival of trade comes as an agreeable change 
from daily reports of industrial depressiun. There isa 
pretty general consensus of opinion that ‘the chief 
consideration is the supply of coal at au econuiic figure. 

At first sight it is ditticult to see how the fuel is to be 
obtainable at the prices mentioned by the manufacturers 

- and still allow of wages being paid that will satisfy the 
miners, to say nothing of mineowners. The hope no doubt 
is that increased production from the pits will provide a 
solution all round. There is already talk of a plethora of 
coal since the miners resumed. and this will presumably 
bring prices down. allowing of increased use by industry, 
while the larger sales of Goal will benefit the miners under 
the new profit-sharing arrangement. 

Among those who contribute views Capt. Jeanes. the 
assistant director of the Imperial Commercial Association, 
considers that the countries of the world:are all wanting 
manufactured guods. ‘There were distinct signs of quite a 
large revival just previous to the voal stoppage, he says. 
Surplus stocks of both private and Government goods were 
becoming exhausted, but the strike threw plans out all 
round. Now that the strike has been settled the potential 
revival may be expected io reassert itself. An official of 
the National Iron and Stee] Manufacturers’ Federation 
declares that there is a large world demand for steel—at a 
price. Coal at 20s. per ton (some.say tt must vome down 
to 15s.) would render the demand active. This is feasible 
enough when it is considered that the world output 
of steel was Jarger before. the war than in 192. 
Further. the huge waste of steel during the war has 
to be made good. Mr. T.W. How. Chairman of the 
Engineering Section of the London Chamber of Commerce, 
anticipates that a gradual revival] during the ensuing 
months, while the dislocation’caused to industry by strikes 
is being adjusted, will be succeeded by something like a 
boom in the course of next year. He expects the price. of 
engineering commodities to técede sympathetically with 
decreased working costs as the resilt of mass production, 
but pointed out that British workmansbip exce]s jn certain 
branches of engineering, bence would command higher 
prices than those asked by foreign competitors. 

, Industrial harmony and cheap coal, then, are the 
ruling factors just now. For the present, at any rate, it 
certainly Jooks as if Labour is realising that frequent 
strikes mean killing the goose that lays the eggs. It is 
estimated, we see, that the losses from the coal strike in 
one form and another aggregate £250,000,000—more than 
25 percent. above the whole Budget for the last pre-war 

ear. A sepetition of such strikes would. be calculated to 

‘zuin the wealthiest country. Much steady work. will be 
weeded to repair the damage that has resulted... —
